The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 11th November 1950 relate to 177 
towns with an estimated population of 23,742 thousands. 1 The 
total number of towns is 233 and their population is 28,421 
thousands. Thus 76% of the total number of towns 
representing 84% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded in 
these towns were 15,691 and 7,658 representing birth and 
death rates of 34 ‘4 and 17*4 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A and 0 ).— The data here relate to 154 
towns with an estimated population of 21,254 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and Madhya Pradesh oould 
not be included. The total number of towns is 201 and their 
population is 24,668 thousands. Thus 76% of the total 
number of towns representing 86% of the total population is 
covered.
